He was sorry to hear of the statements which had been .. 
against this people, reference to which was made this morning. His mind 
went back over his own short life, and he could not remember ever to have 
heard a single word uttered either by his parents or those in authority in 
this Church tending to plant in his soul a disrespect for the government 
under which he lived. On the contrary, all that had been spoken in his 
hearing went to increase in his breast a love for that government, which 
God Himself had established, and for the Constitution which He inspired 
great and wise men to write.

_ Whereas, said report is an official document, and is likely to greatly 
ak ng the people of the nation against our Church and its members, 
an it, is therefore unwise to allow its erroneous statements to pass un- 
Nov, therefore, be it resolved by the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
any Saints, in General Conference assembled, That we deny most emphati- 
cally the assertion of the Commission that the Church dominates its mem- 
bers in political matters, and that church and state are united. What- 
ever appearance there may have been in past times of a union of church 
and state, because men holding ecclesiastical authority were elected to 
civil office by popular vote, there is now no foundation or excuse for the 
statement that church and state are united in Utah or that the leaders of 
the Church dictate the members in political matters ; that no coercion or 
“any influence whatever of an ecclesiastical nature has been exercised over 
us by our Church leaders in reference to which political party we shall 
join, and that we have been and are 2 free to unite with any or no 
political party, as ve may individually elect; that the People’s party has 
been entirely and finally dissolved, and that our fealty henceforth will be 
to such national political party as seems to us best suited to the purposes 
Also, be it resolved, That we do not believe that there have been any 
polygamous marriages solemnized among the Latter-day Saints during 
the period named by the Utah Commission ; and we denounce the state- 
ments which convey the idea that such marriages have been contracted as 
false and misleading ; and that — against the perversions of fact 
and principle and intent contained in the report of the Commission, and 
declare that the manifesto of President Woodruff oe future plural 
marriages N at the last October Conference in all sincerity 
good faith; and that we have every reason to believe that it has been 
carried out in letter and in spirit; and all statements to the contrary are 
entirely destitute of truth:

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skeleton ot many a. in the deserts affords 
evidence of a tragic end, wherein the sufferings of the vietim have never 
been made known to his fellowmen.. ‘The agony of one who meets that 

most horrible of deaths—from thirst cannot be imagined by those who 
have never felt the awful sensations of parching and burning for lack of 
water. Qceasionally, however, circumstances. arise that enable the rela- 
tion of sufficient facts to give people an idea of the terrible experience of 
such unfortunate victims, as in the following instance, the account being 
given by a correspondent of the Ontario (California) Observer: For the 
benefit of some of your readers who never see or hear much of desert life, I 
write an account of the death, funeral and, burial,of a prospector, as given 
me by a friend of mine who was one of the jurors in the sad case. 

The, deceased, John C. O’Brien, had been working for some time last 
sui in Bear Valley, and had started for Pahrump ranch, Nevada, 
US. A., Which lies just beyond Death Valley, California. In companx 
with two burros, which carried his provisions, blankets and water, Mr. 
O’Brien had reached Garlick Springs, thirty-eight miles from Daggett, 
where he camped for the 1 ning his animals loose to browse on 
any tin cans, rocks or shrubbery at might be found in the surrounding 
country. 

In the morning no burros were to be ‘seen ; so, after breakfast, with a 
canteen: only half full of water, he started on the back track for a more ex- 
tended search. He soon found that he had a walk before him of from 
twenty-five to thirty miles over the hot, dry sands, and beneath a scorch- 
ing san whose rays must have had a temperature of 110 to 120 deg 
Fahrenheit. His water soon gave out, and none could be obtained short 
of his journey’s end. He trudged along until he reached a place known 
as Coyote Holes, where he lay down to die. 

It is characteristic of persons on the desert out of water to lose their 
reason, strip themselves of their clothing and throw it away Piece by 
piece: until naked, and finally go to digging holes with their hands in 
search of water. Mr. O’Brien had not reached so advanced a stage before 
he was rescued the first time, for he related that he kept his head in the 
shade of a bush while his limbs lay ‘stretched in the sun, which was 30 
hot that it cracked his flesh underneath his clothing. While he lay in the 
sun, with his tongue parched and swollen, awaiting death, an emigrant 
wagon came slong from Death Valley. On hearing it he mustered up 
‘strength to raise his hand and signal for help. He was picked up and 
brought into Hawley’s ranch, some ten miles from Calico. 


After ten days he recovered sufficiently to undertake to return across 
the desert with his burros, which he had found at the ranch. He 
reached Coyote Holes, when his hurros broke away a second time, and he 
gave an Indian $5 to get them for him. On ‘returning, the Indian found 
‘Mr: O’Brien lying under a bush’ sick, ‘The day following the burros re- 
turned to the ranch, one having u cunteen tied to its neck. In a few days, 
no one coming after the stock, Mr, Lefurger and wife, thinking something 
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might be wrong with O’Brien, started ih search of him. They found him 
lying dead under a bush by the roadside. They immediately notified the 
justice of the peace, jary'to 

appear next morning. 

At the appointed time uty’ io 4 stage 
for their funeral trip toward Death Valley. They found the body lying 
under the west side of a bush, so, évidently, the man died in the morning. 
His hands were closely drawn to his chest, and his fingers clenched. For 
quite a number of feet around the bush. were marks in the sand where he 
had evidently struggled in pain. A hole had been dug, showing that he 
was thirsting and trying to find water. The flesh had shriveled and dried 
tothe bone. 

After taking valuables could be on the body a grave shout 
een feet deep was made, some ropes placed under the body, and it was 
lowered to its last resting place. A blanket was thrown over the face and 
ground filled in. No coffin could be had. A head-board with this epitaph:

Amona the strangest of phenomena are the explosive noises. that have 
been heard for years over half of the large area of the Ganges delta and 
that have not yet been assigned to any satisfactory cause. The noises, 
for the lack of a better name, have long been known as the Barisal. guns, 
so called from Barisal, the chief town of the district to which they are 
mostly. confined. The startling sounds were the subject of a long dis- 
cussion at a meeting of the Asiatic Society of Bengal, but the learned 
members are no nearer a solution of the mytery now than when it * 
first discussed and written about, nineteen years ago. | 
The sounds resemble the explosion of, bombs or the thunder of heavy 
guns. They occur at quite regular intervals, but most frequently in the 
rainy season, and their usual accompaniment is a sontherly wind. They 
are heard along 100 miles of the eoast and up the many branches af the 
delta from 50 to 100 miles inland, and due north as far as the Garro hills, 
about 150 miles from the coast. The low lying, swampy coast region for 
fifty miles inland is thinly inhabited, and, strange as it may appear, no 
one-ever seems to be at or near the place where the noises originate. ‘The 
meeting of the Asiatic Society was prolific of theories as to the cause of 
this phenomenon, but no theory was supported by evidenos ne it to 
much weight. 

‘The noises are variously assigned 10 elacteicity, 
ranean or subaqueous agencies, to the bursting of bamboos—which last, 
however, produces a noise more like the crack of musketry than the boom 

artillery—and also to the breaking of the tremendous surf rollers along 
the northern shore of the Bay of Bengal, the sound of which, it is urged, 
or
